"IF YOU'VE come looking for 
answers, Fm afraid we still have 
mare questions than answers." 

This professional modesty on the 
part of Gili Schild, the strikingly 
pretty social psychologist who is the 
professianal guide and hand-hulder 
at the IDF's special basic-training 
base at Havat Hashomer, was 
impressive, but it did not conceal 
the eshilinition which possesses her, 
the base commander Rav-Seren 
Mishka, and many of the base's 
command and education personnel. 

Havut Hashomer is the old Se- 
jera, one of the fabled early settle- 
ments of the First Aliya in Lower 
Galilee. The base, which was es- 
lublished just over a year ago in the 
buildings of a former religious- 
stream boarding-school, is one of 
the two special basic-tralning bases 
for the EDF's Centre for the Ad- 
vincement of Speciul Populations 
(Makam, inthe Hebrew acronym), a 
cuphemism for the most 
problematic of the youngsters 
drafted into the urmed services. 

Of the classified number of 
youngsters who are called up an- 
muilly, about 10,000 have less than u 
vaniplete elementary education. 
And of those who have finished tie 
formal six ycurs, and in some cases, 
even 10years, of schooling, a shock- 
ing number are Illiterate, 


who spent 10 years as the head of a 
Jerusalem institution for disturbed 
youth before he volunteered to 
return to the army. They work in 
close daily contact and have week. 
jy meetings with the young staff, at 
which the progress and problems of 
every one of the 150 trainees in each 
course comes up for dissection. 

Their methods are a combination 
of rigidity and flexibility. 

“In the first class we had a larger 
number of trainees who went away 
without leave on the first Shabbat,” 
says Mishka. “We discovered they 
hadn't known that they wouldn't get 
leave on that first weekend. So, in 
the subsequent courses we made 
sure to let them know, even before 
induction, that they would have to 
stay in camp the first Shabbat. Not 
wanting to leave anything to 
chance, we also tightened up guard 
duty on weekends and transferred 
the swearing-in ceremony to Satur- 
day night. The resuit has been a 
sharp drop in weekend absenteeism. 

“There has also been a dramatic 
decline in simple vandalism as an 
expression of frustration, In the first 
course they went around smashing 
the window panes. Our conclusion 
was to make the trainees’ rooms 
even nicer in order to instil a sense 
of pride. The whole staff, including 
Michael Gal, spent days and days 
painting, cleaning, chopping down 
weeds and cleaning up generally. In 
the last two courses, vandalism has 
been cut down very considerably.” 

Gili and Mishka are the first to 
agree that it would be unreasonable 
to expect revolutionary changes in 
character in four-and-a-half months 
at the late age of 18. But the guiding 
principle has been to set realistic 
and attainable goals and then go all 
out to ensure that the staff imple- 
ments every decision meticulously.

Basics training

BUT DOES.IT work? Watching the 
whole enterprise over a period of 
weeks, one cunnot fail to be imprea- 
aed with the dedication and toil of 
Michael Gal, Gili Schild, Mishka, . 
Gantz and all ihe others. But does it 

muke any difference? 

In the broader societal sense, it is 
too early to draw definite conclu- 
sions. In the narrower sense of the 
army, there is proof that at least on 
the vocational and motivational 
levels, the Makam programme hos 
made a definite difference.

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THE SHELTER is still, except for

THIS IS Misholim (Paths), the 
Jecusulem Ceatre for Creative and 
Expressive Therapy. What mukes it 
different from other programmes of 
therapy through the ots is that its 
staff members use various media in 
harmony lo encourage that accep- 
lance and discovery, Which means 
that the staff work as α team: there 
ure usunily three or four eduits on 
Imad, euch with a different area of 
eapertise in the arts, to work with a 
group of eight children, 

Four such groups of children now 
come to the centre, cach twice a 
week, In two of the groups, the 
children have beain domage which 
has caused some physical disability 
— such as problems of vision or 
coordination. These in turn have 
resulted in emotional problems and 
difficulty in communicating, es- 
pecially with other children. 

The other two groups — one of 
them gifted children — have no’ 
physical disabilities, ‘but emotional 
problems. 

“Many of these children are in-” 
capable of expressing fecling,” says 
Noa Eran, a therapeutic teacher 


- who specializes in work with autistic 


aad psychotic children, and others

Superman heads for a huge stuf- 
fed pillow — something like a duffle 
bag with a handle.

Later, one of the therapists, talk- 
ing to the whole group, mentions 
that Superman felt sick that day, 
and that several children helped 
take care of him. “Was it.a good 
feeling to relax and be taken care 
of?" she askes him. 

“No,” says Superman. 


MISHOLIM IS an independent 
non-profit organization which ac- 
cepts children aged five to 10 after 
referral by the Health Ministry's 
Psychological Services, the sick 
funds, hospitals or school psy- 
chologists, The group sessions al the 
shelter usually supplement In- 
dividual therapy. Two clinical psy- 
chologists, Gabriel Levin and Dr. 
Yosef! Meyers, consult with the 
shelter's staff. 

The range in age allows for in- 
teraction similar to what you'd find 
in a family, Noa Eran explains, But 
it also gives some of the older 
children a chance for regréssive 
behaviour, if that’s what they need. 
“There are no grades given out 
here,” she says. 

The organic disorders make for 
very specific problems the grade- 
giving world is often unaware of. 
Ofra Bruno, the therapist who 
specializes in graphic and plastic 
arts, sat for about half an hour with 
a boy who was trying to draw a but- 
terfly but couldn't get the pieces 
together. Like many children his 
age, he indicated sky with a wide 
blue me and grass with a wide 
green stripe.

THE MORE organized activities 
with various media help give shape 
to nebulous feelings and connec. 
tlons. Expreasing them on paper or 
In clay means encountering the 
limits of another material, not self, 
Objects, like the adulls around, can 
be bridges in communication with 
other children — instruments 
played, puppets in the makeshift, 
thealre, a long elastic belt which 
children in a circle can hold in order 
to indirectly touch each other in 
movement or dance sessions. 
(Naomi Gottfreund, the movement 
therapist, was not on hand when | 
visited.) 

The first organized activity after 
free play is convening on that bright 
turquoise mat in the middle of the 
floor of the second room. The 
children take off their shoes for the 
occasion, which adds to the in- 
timacy. They sit or sprawl on the 
mat with all four adults, singing ἃ 
song of greeting that mentions each 
person by name. Then each child ia 
turn describes what he did during 
free play — a chance for expression, 
for attention, for listening, for in- 
terpretations by the adults. 

Other activities vary with the 
mood and needs of the group, and 
the direction of the therapists. To- 
day the session ends with music — 
Adva Frank, who studies music 
therapy withHava Sekelis, playsthe 
guitar and solicits favourite songs 
which give the children a chance to 
participate individually and 85 Β 
group, in voice and on simple per 
cuasion instruments.

THE MENU was many pages long, 
with prices that induced some anx- 
icty, so I clung to the idea of having 
the table d’hdte businessman's 
lunch, Because I find it difficult to 
have wine with my lunch and stay 
awake for the rest of the day, | sug- 
gested drinking beer. | was happy to

see that no false snobbery had 
eliminated Goldstar, to my mind the 
country’s best beer, from the selec- 
tlon, 

Within a few minutes there was a 
basket of tiny hot rolls on = the 
table, together with a little dish of 
butter. They served as an admirable 
prelude to the first course, a 


generous assortment of appetizers. 

_It is not unusual in Israci to be 
given an hors d’oeuvre “‘on the 
house.” In fact, it is a very ad- 
mirable custom, but this selection 
was head and shoulders above 
anything I have seen for quite some 
time, To begin with, let me note 
what it did not have. It had nothing 


that came out of a can, or even a 
frozen pocket, nor was there 
anything slowly drowning in 4 sea of 
mayonnaise. 

There were, on the other hand, 
cold cooked leeks which were good 
but, to my taste, could have done 
with a little vinaigrette. There were 
pickled lemons that were absolutely 
delicious and surprisingly mild and 
subtle in their flavour. There were a 
thick purée of Swiss chard, cooked 
carrots and peppers, as well a8 some 
very hot mixture in the middle of 
the dish, Then, on another plate, to 
keep its flavour separate, there was 
a salad of oranges, olives and chop- 
ped onion, a different and pleasant 
way of dealing with the orange. 

The soup, a minestrone, was quite 
good, if nothing extraordinary, with 
grated cheese served alongside. 
Again, | was impressed with the 
freshness of the ingredients. A 
salad, served before the main 
course, was pleasant enough, but 1, 
for one, would have preferred a sim- 
ple dressing of oil and vinegar, or 
evon Lo have had these in a cruet on 
the table, to the mayonnaise that 
covered the vegetables. 


THE MAIN course was boconcint di 
wtella, little rolls of fried veal with 
cheese, the cheese here being a 
kashkeval, not a bad choice in the 
absence of mozzarela. The meat 
was very goad, but even better were 
the accompanying vegetables, 
creamed spinach and little beignets 
of cauliflower, I am a great lover of 
creamed spinach and when it is 
served, as it was here, not at all 


starchy and with an overwhelmi 
aroma of garlic, find it irresistibie 
As for the cauliflower fritters, they 
were crisp and delicate without a 
trace of greasiness. 11 was only when 
we came to the dessert that there 
was a choice, and the list was a long 
one, After lengthy deliberation, 1 
decided on a chocolate parfait 
served in a wedge, like cake, It was 
rich and creamy and not overly 
sweet. My companion's pistachio 
parfait was likewise a work of art — 
in green of course, instead of brown 
— and also delicious. The Turkish 
coffee was up to par. 


WHEN IT was time to ask for the 


“bill, I called the manager over and 


asked him if my PR acquaintance 
had called him. No, he said, the 
phone had been out of order for a 
few weeks and he could not get it 
repaired, 

With what I hope was good grace, 
I paid the bill — 1$600 for two, not 
including service. The meal was Β 
very good one and for some it might 
even be a bargain. While expensive 
for the average Israeli, it was far 
better than what one would get fora 
similar price in a comparable 
restaurant in Europe or the U.S.. 

Perhaps the time has come for 
Ttestaurants to offer such meals as 
part of a menu touristique, giving 
visitors from abroad the oppor- 
tunity to try meals in places into 
which they otherwise might not ven- 
ture. For the Israeli, such a set meal 
could well provide the impetus to 
visit again and try the a la carte 
menu, 1 know that I will. Ω

A CERTAIN amount of historical 
background is required if one is to 
understand the intense passions 
shown by the characters in the new 
Israeli film Noa at 17. Unless you 
know about the terrible outbursts of 
fury that accompanied the schism in 
the Labour movement some 30 
years ago, you may find it bizarre. 
People don't normally allow purely 
ideological considerations lo in- 
fluence their personal lives to such 
an extent, you might think. After 
all, whether real socialism is oc- | 
cidental or oriental is a tangential 
point when you're discussing the 
immediate future of your children. 

You may be right, in the normal: 
run of things; but there was 
nothing normal about the hatred, 
anger and despair that possessed the 
Israeli Labour movement when It 
had to decide, shortly after in- 
dependence, whether to follow the 
gospel according to Moscow or turn 
pweatward. Families were torn apart, 
kibbutzim split, and there were out- 
breaks of violence that suggested 
the beginnings of a civil war. Hf you 
were on the left, it suddenly seemed 
that yesterday's friends were the 
enemy, not the right-wingers. 

Aware of this background, you 
may start to enjoy Yitzhak 
Yeshurun’s new film: and if you 
look at it closely, you may even find 
relevant comparisons with the situa- 
tion of the Labour movement today, 

which is as far from unity as it ever 
wag, 

Yeshurun concentrates his entire 
drama inside a suburban flat, 
develops It in a short space of time, 
and keeps the pressure mounting 
relentlessly as his characters play 
on each other, trying to force their 
points of view on others, refusing to 
Usten and marooning themselves on 
islands of solitude. As you watch it 
all, you get the impression that a 
dragon's tail is being wagged 

* vigorously in front of your eyes, sug- 
gesting the terrifying fury of a huge 
Monster, You do not actually get to 
see the dragon, but its flery breath is 
evident everywhere. 


MADE ON A budget thet was low 
even by Israeli standards, Noa at 17 
was shot entirely in ἃ deserted 
house in Ness Ziona. The story sets 
six characters against each other: 
there is Noa, a girl who is about to 
celebrate her !7th birthday, her 
friend Aya, and a boy, Uzi; then we 
have Noa’s parents, who moved 
- some years ago from a kibbutz to 
town, and Noa’s uncle. 
There is an attempt to find a way 
out of the political impasse, 8 path

The framing 
may not be all you learn about in art 
school, the composition of colours 
is certainly not up to Hollywood 
standards, but all this is somehow 
secondary when conipared with the 
emotion unleashed on screen. 

As Yeshurun himself correctly 
says, this is not the kind of film that 
focuses on plot — its interest is in 
the characters. If you really care for 
them, you will be caught up in this 
drama, where very little actually oc- 
curs but a lot Is implied. If it's story, 
action and stars you're after, you 
may well be disappointed, But don't 
give up before giving it a try. 
Anyway, you will seldom see Israeli 
actors giving the kind of perfor- 
mances achieved here by Dahlia 
Shimko (Noa), Idith Zur (her 
mother), Moshe Havatzelel (her 
father), Shmuel Shiloh (the uncle), 
Adi Ne’eman (Uzi) and Osnat Of- 
fer (Aya).

But the leaders of Israel have 
divined chat somewhere beyond 
Khomeini there is virtue in Iran, 

We have become the arsenal of 
deimucracy, [ranian style. No matter 
what the difficulties, how narrow 
the path nad how misunderstood we 
ure hy the world, we will get the ar- 
muments (hreugh! 

The Panvrania film showed how 
we are doing. [hud all the elements 
of a lirst-class Western, with the 
goodies hesieged in the fort by the 
redskins, and the hero, a scout, 
finding a hidden path to penetrate 
the fines of the villains and deliver 
the Winchesters needed to keep the 


garrison going. Of course, we 
icurned some wonderful tricks dur- 
ing the days of the Areha, and (here 
was that stunt we pulled at Cher- 
bourg, getting some ships for 
ourselves. 

But, in the trick we saw in the 
Penorana film, switching papers 
and so on in Cyprus, and finding an 
air lane somehow through northern 
Turkey, we really excelled. True, 
those arch-villains the Russians 
seem to have got hep to us, and 
Managed to get rid of one plane. 

Bul we are not to be deterred, 
“The Cohens wre coming, tra-la, 
tra-la."* 

1 have often complained in this 
column about the tendency of the 
Lord (o indulge a Voltairean sense 
of humour αἱ our expense, but, as 1 
watched that Pastorama film, 1 must 
say that 1 thought Uhat this time He 
was luying it on a bit tuo thick. 

Of course, there is alwaya the pos- 
sibilily that the film was shrewdly 
and deliberately edited so us 10 dis- 
fort the truth. We know that the 
British television gangs are always 
out to show us in a bad light to the 
nations. ᾿ 

For example, last Friday after- 
noon | watched the British film- 
makers’ interpretation of the 1956 
Suez Crisis and Sinai Campaign. 
(Anybody who wants a giggle 
should chase it up, just to see how 


the clowns portray David Ben- 

Gurion, Moshe Dayan and Shimon 

Peres, rather like Shmuel Segal 

acting Shalom Aleichem.) 

So | tell myself there must have 
been something phoney in that 
Panorama film. But what? All the 
Israelis were cleurly identifiable and 
what they purported to be saying 
was exactly what has been reported 
in the news. 

Technically, it was a remarkable 
film. The blend of fact and fantasy 
was 80 convincingly done that it was 
impossible to say where the margins 
between the two lay. That business 
of the dummy company and the 
pilot and the plane, and the theories 
about how the Russians destroyed 
it, was better than any thriller, 

Our own Third Hour, \ater to 
shrink to a mere Second Hour, used 
a somewhat similar framework to 
that of the British film — first we 
were shown a documentary, and 
then there was a debate, 

The difference: in the local 
programmes the debate occurred 
live in front of us, in the studio, and 
generally ended in a series of 
monologues, with everyone reas- 
serting their views for half the night. 

The BBC system of doing the 
debate ag part of the film, on the 
run, by moving the camera from 
country to country, person to 
person, is far more vivid and effec- 


tive, because it brings the debaters 


under the stern eyes of editors. The 
discussion {s controlled and 
directed, and goes places according 
toa clear-cut plan. Of course, this is 
ἢ much more expensive way of do- 
ing things than sitting everyone 
around a table and letting them 
argue, but it is real television, not an 
exercise by the debating society of 
high school class, 


LAST WEEK f reviewed a film 
about Crete, also shown on Second 
Look. it was made by Jeremy 
Isaacs, producer of the World at 
War series, and adviser to Israel on 
the making of Pilar of Fire. 

A colleague of mine has told me 
something that 1 did not know: 
there were 2,500 soldiers from 
Palestine, almost all of them Jews, 
in the battle for Crele — they were 
volunteers who went into the British 
Army years before the Jewish 
Brigade was formed, Several 
hundred were killed, many got 
away, and many were taken 
prisoner. Among the prigoners, says 
my colleague, were Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon and Yosef Almogi. 

It is surprising that Jeremy Isaacs 
did not discover this very interesting 
aspect of the battle. If he knew 
about it, why was it ignored, and 
why were Israelis not interviewed? 
Eli Nissan did not raise the matter.

Perhups he could remedy the omis- 
sion by interviewing Almogi or Ben- 
Aharon? 

Somebody else pointed out to me 
that u distinguished silver-haired 
mun on the programme was an ex- 
Hussar ullicer, whose name was 
given as Roy Farran, Could this be 
the Rey Farran who, serving in 
Palestine in 1947, was acquitted of 
the murder of a member of the 
Stern Gang? (A letter bomb sent to 
him later in England killed his 
brother.) [t would be interesting to 
know. 


THE GHOST of Arlosoroff still, 
seems to be stalking the land, or, at 
least, he is still haunting Ram 
Evron's show. This week Shmuel 
Tamir came on the programme to 
call Shabtai Tevet every kind of liar 
and crook: ] have not heard Tamir 
since the premier delicately inserted 
a stiletto in his ribs, and was in- 
terested to see he was still-alive. 
And I wanted to know what he had 
to say.

ne begins to become Intrigued by 
what happens to one's historically 
brainwashed vision, In most ¢uses, 
Romberg manages to bring off a 
feaction between past and present, 
between one's acceptance of a 
typical Renoir or Picasso and one’s 
fresh look at the overfamiliar δι γα. 
As with Dani Karavan's current in- 
sertion of a construction into the 
Tel Aviv Museum, Romberg's over- 
paintings make you freshly aware of 
what's undernenth. In some cases 
the added colour interacts with thet 
of the reproduction; in others, the 
shape or movement of the added 
lines sets up eithor a parallel or in- 
terference pattern; in one case it 
heightens one's perception of a 
volume, like the thigh of a luscious 
Boucher nude. Some of the con- 
{rasta are merely brutal, like the 
crude horizontal lines that cross and 
contrast with the delicate linear 
delincations of Ingres.. 


Romberg's method varies in near- 
ty every work; In each he posits a 
different parameter and comes up 
with a different solution, Some pat- 
terns follow the master's rhythma; 
others point up the geometry of 
paris of the original composition; in 
one overpainted Vermeer, tha 
colour interaction is uncanny. 
Romberg's serial marks on a Plcas- 
80 drawing cleverly equate all the 
Oegative spaces in the work, 
whether they ere in or out of the 
Figures.

ἽΝ THE final analysis, art created 


under the guise of being politically 
and aimed at fostering 
social change, fails in its public pur- 
. It doas little except act as 8 
purge for the artist himself. Some ar- 
tists, because of emotional involve- 
ment in a “cause,” or whose convic- 
tions are steel tight, enter easily into 
visual dialogues with themselves 
almost like talking to the canvas, in 
an attempt to make the 
“meaningful” statement, : 
“Opinions”, brings together artists 
who are pre-occupied with contem- 
porary social and political events, 
but who are not tied to each other 
by common cause, Some mount 
specific frontal attacks, while others 
point a more general finger at in- 
stitutions and public bodies. The ex- 
hibit Is rather weak, not because the 
artists are incapable but because the 
subjects are tied to perennial 
clichés. 

To push her point to its limit, 
Ruth Schloss mixes, on one surface, 
several unharmonious images, in a 
variety of styles under and over 
layers of a cacophony of colours. 
Schloss’ idealized figures of 
tormented women soldiers and clut- 
(ered street signs are painted, drawn 
of photo-transferred to the canvas. 

For Ronole Rehay, the retreat from 
Sinal has becbme her harsh reality. 
Lithograph describing the land- 
scape of the peninsula are mutilated 
or neatly cut Into bordered sections 
and rearranged, All Rehav's signs

SERVICE IN FOREIGN ARMIES 
israel recognizes service in foreign 
armies and offers raductions In service 
to veterane of foreign armies. Olim are 
generally required to provide the lerael 
draft authorities with documentetion 
showing that they have served In 6 
foreign army and for how long. 
Consecutive service of less than 18 


months In @ foreign army is deducted - 


from the length of service required 
under the provisions of the written law. 
Tha remaining period of service under 
the written law is compared with that 
required in accordance with the 
guidelines govérning new immigrant 
service. The candidate will be required 
to serve for the shorter of the two 
periods. One cannot enjoy two-reduc- 
tlons In service, ie. those accruing ta the 
new immigrant and those accruing to 
the veteran of foreign armed forces. 
Example: Reuven, a 26-yesr-old, 
alngts oleh, served in a foreign army for 
8 period of 10 months. There ara now 
two options available to him: 
δὴ As a new Immigrant, he is required 
to serve 18. months (In- 
stead of the 38 months required of 
Israel citizens). Deducting 18

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ALONE, in his eighti-floor apart: 
ment overlooking Tel Aviv’s 
Hatikva Quarter, lives novelist-poet 
Pinhas Sadeh, The simple, old wood 
furnishings and drawings, the neatly 
stacked records and papers suggest 
the monastic cell he once yearned 
for and wrote about in his 
autobiography, Life As A Parable. 
Now, we meet to discuss the book 
he has recently compiled on Rabbi 
Nachman of Bratslay. 

Sadeh is not the first to deal with 
Rabbi Nachman, a stormy i8th cen- 
tury figure. His enigmatic homilies 
and allegorical tales have interested 
many moderns. Martin Buber 
brought his stories [ὁ the attention 


of the secular public. Franz Kafka's © 


fiction is said to hove been in- 
Iluenced by Rabbi Nachman’s tales. 
In the Inst 10 years or 30, there has 
been ἐπ outpouring of books about 
the Hassidic rebbe and his works, 

Rabbi Nachman originally told 
his stories in Yiddish; they were 
tecurded by his disciples in Yiddish 
and Hebrew. Many different ver- 
sions have appeared over the yeurs, 
Now, Pinhns Sadeh, attempting to 
he as faithful to the originals as pos- 
sibte, has produced a beautiful 
selection of his stories, dreams and 
discussions in A clean, delicate 
Hebrew; he has also written a per- 
sonal afterword lo the book. 

What brought Sadeh, who 
militantly declares that “God does 
not reveal himself in fixed forms, in 
mitzvot and traditions to edit a 
book on the great-grandson of the 
Baal Shem Tov? 

“You want to hear the story of 
how 1 came to Rabbi Nachman? | 
huve told it before but I'll tell it 
again,” says Sadeh, a slight, hand- 
some man with chiselled features 
and serious eyes, 

“I received Rabbi Nachman's 
works from the most beautiful girl 1 
ever knew. She loved to bring pre- 
sents, She was a student of Jewish 
philosophy at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity and she had bought these old 
books with their gilded bindings io 
Mea She’arim. I didnt want the 
books in the house, [ have an aver- 
sion to such things. [ beliove 
religious involvement must come 
from the individual. I'll have 
nothing to do with the conventional 
forms of religion. But these: books 
were a gift from this beautiful 
woman, We had talked of marrying. 
And then she died. After her death I 
‘aurned to the books she had given 

me. [found a friend in Rabbi 
Nachman, a kindred spirit, a man 
Slruggling with the basic’ issues of - 
existence.” , 

Rabbi Nachman's circumstances 
and personal ideology were such 
that he knew no peace, He was con- 
stantly embroiled in conflict. Yet he

For him, however, all these tribula- 
tions were but the narrow bridge 
that one must cross and not fear. 
The constant struggle with ultimate 
Issues of life and death does not 
mean unhappiness. On the contrary, 
it means Joy, A deep joy of life 
grows from this existential pain. In 
fact, the word that is repeated 
most in his works is simha, Many of 
his stories and dreams end in the 
word ‘joy,’ Rabbi Nachman danced 
alone in his room. How many 
professors who have called him 
melancholy would have done this? 
It is told that right before his death 
Rabbi Nachman sang and expressed 
joy to his Hassidim. Peasimistic peo- 
ple are not the Rabbi Nachmans. 
But the amall people who attacked 
him. The petty olerks, Just as those 
who crucified Christ were 
melancholy pessimistic people.” 
This involvement with the basic 
issues punctuates. ail of Sadeh's 
remerks.. ‘‘Man is constantly .

PINHAS SADEH sees himself 
more as ἃ prophet than αὶ writer, In 
his writing he makes a istinction 
between the two. 

“The work of the writer, the 
words he writes, are only vaguely 
connected to his everyday life, for 
he writes from his imagination. In 
this there is beauty, bul somehow a 
lack of gravity. The work of the 
prophet is connected for goad or for 
bad, in purity or in sin, to hia every. 
day life. The life of a prophet isa 
parable to him, in which every 
detail appears as a symbol. This 
does not mean that he cannot live; 
on the contrary, he lives his life in 
the deepest possible way, but he 
does not live it for its own sake — 
he lives it as 8 parable, he lives it for 
the sake of God." 

it is perhaps because readers feel 
that Sadeh is involved with the 
primary issues of existence that 
many have turned to him in time of 
trouble. People contemplating 
suicide have called to talk to him 
and in many cases he has been able 
to dissuade them. Others feeling 
that he is capable of experiencing 
their pain have just turned up on his 
doorstep. One woman who works ln 
a textile plant in the south called 
him from the Tel Aviv bus station 
one Friday and wanted to meet him. 

“Had she been a student,” sy! 
Sadeh, "I would have sent her back. 
But she was a textile worker and 
had spent money coming, So she 
visited. We became close frionds.1 
learned a great deal from her.” 


SADEH REFERS with delicacy 19 
the women he has known. The 
mystery of women and sex pervade! 
his outlook and is consistent 
the primal connection to 
cosmos that is to be found in bis 
work and thought. He has bees 
married twice and speaks with great 
warmth of his former wives, of 
the women he has known.

THE INNER TURMOIL now 
rending the Labour Party began 
well before its full from power in 
1977. Younger men hid already 
begun the struggle among 
themselves to fill the gap Jett by the 
founding fathers. Twu successive 
defeats at the polls intensified this 

cess. A Pandora's box has been 
opened of ideological conflict about 
what the Labour Party stands fur. 

Commenting recently on the dis- 
orientation experienced by ruling 
parties suddenly deposed after τὶ 
long period in power, Raymond 
Aron noted that @ party can hold on 
to power for years without having to 
redefine and clarify its ideology, 
but cannot regain power withoul 
projecting a vision af the good 
society that stands out in sharp con- 
trast with the existing realily. 


YEHUDA GOTTHELF, αὶ former 
edilor of Davar, and a veteran 
ideologue identified with the left 
wing of the Labour movement, has 
altempted to respond to the chal- 
lenge of ideological renewal for 
Labour. His book is an impassioned 
restatement of classic Labour 
Zionism. Unfortunately, it fails to 
pay sufficient attention to the gitp 
exposed over the years between this 
vision and the reality built by the 
creators of that vision and their suc- 
cessors. 

In discussing this failure, it may 
be helpful to consider two different 
notions of ideology. The Marxian 
tradition views ideology as 4 system 
of ideas that justifies existing reality, 
and conceals the interconnections 
of power and exploitation behind ἃ 
mask of elaborate rationalization. 
The other notion of ideology is of un 

intellectual weapon to tear away the 
mask, and to expose the ills of ex- 
isting reality, which it criticizes in 
the name of an alternative vision of 
society. For the former, ideology 
becomes a “way of not seeing” for 


the latter, a way of seeing all too 
clearly. 


GOTTHELF DOES subject the 
Likud Tegime, and its intellectual 
and political antecedents, to a drub- 
bing that is mostly well-deserved. 
He contrasts it with a vision of a 
new Israel based on an aliractive if 
vague version of an updated 
democratic socialism. Bul for the 
Most part the work “fails to 
see''; there is overmuch rationaliza- 
tion of the Labour movement's past 
achievements and current positions. 
Gotthelf's approach, in its trans- 
Parent attempt to gloss over some 
of Labour's more glaring failures 
the tortcomings, bears too much 
Impress of a party that enjoyed 
power for many years. Readers like 
acl — who sympathize with most 
J the values and goals of Labour 
Onism, and appreciate ils enor- 
Mous contributions in establishing 
δ τὸ μειορίπα the state — are like- 
‘to perceive something deeply 
troubling, and even intellectually 
tak ‘onest, in Gotthelf's attempt to 
th ¢ the easy way oul by avoiding a 
rough, candid accounting of 
t went wrong in the years of 
our rule. Such a critique is 
‘Necessary, but should be attempted

TENU‘AT HA‘AVODA,

without ἃ thoroughgoing discussion 
of the deeds und misdeeds of 
Labour. 

Our society's ills were apparent 
long before June 1977. Yet Gotthelf 
for the most part ignores those 
shortcomings of Labour which con- 
tributed to many of the current 
twends he rightly criticizes. His ap- 
proach is even more. indefensible 
since he argues thal Labour 
Zionism is the only viable path, 
morally and historically, for Israel 
to follow. It then becomes neces- 
sary for him to argue that what went 
wrong in the past is not due to in- 
nate Maws in Labour: it is rather the 
result of individual incompetence or 
corruption or objective constraints. 


IN A NUTSHELL, Gotthelf's ver- 
sion of classic ‘Labour Zionism 
maintains that the founding, 
building and maintaining of an in- 
dependent Jewish state can only be 
accomplished by the creation ofa 
Jewish soolety fundamentally dif- 
ferent from Diaspora Jewry. Israel 
should aim to become a self- 
sup porting society of men and 
women who work for a living 
without exploiting the labour of 
others. It would be a society based 
on equal opportunity and universal 
social welfare benefits; it would 
seek a peace with its neighbours 
based on equality and justice; the 
individual would find self- 
fulfilment in group life; and the 
Jewish people would develop its dis- 
tinct culture and traditions while 
not cutling itself off from the 
universal values of Western culture, 


GOTTHELF'S VISION is con- 
tyasted rather sharply with the 
materialism, inequality, demagogy, 
totalitarianism, and marrow- 
mindedness of the Likud. - : 

There's no doubt that Gotthelf is 
an ideologue, one of 8 vanishing 
species in Israel. He sees reality in 
terms of moral absolutes. Little pur- 
pose would be served by dismissing 


his simplistic caricature of the 


Likud and [18 antecedents (mainly 


Revisionism) as the incarnation of 
evil, Let us instead point out the 
blind spots, obtuseness and 
rationalizations in his treatment of 
Labour's vision; they constitute the 
book's main weakness. 

Gotthelf claims that socialism is 
the only true answer to the problem 
of ethnic integration in Israel but 
disregards the ἴδοι that much of the 
hostility and resentment [elt by 
Oriental Jews in {sracl can be traced 
lo the real or exaggerated slights 
and privations experienced in their 
first years in the country at the 
hands of a Labour estublishment 
dominated by Ashkenazis, Gotthelf 
attributes Oriental Jewish support 
for the Likud to the activities of un- 
scrupulous demagogues preying on 
simple people devoid of a social 
consciousness. 


HE WRITES that Israe]'s salvation 
lies in its becoming a nation which 
maintains itself through Its own 
labour fam oved). However, he ig- 
nores its growing dependence, in 
many unskilled and semi-skilled oc- 
cupations, on Arab labour, most of 
it from the Territories. {f. his 
prescription were followed of 
creating an economy based on 
technologically sophisticafed ἰπ- 
dustry in order to make physical 
labour more altractive, an even 
greater distinction would be set up 
between the advanced (Jewish), and 
the backward (Arab), sector. 

Gotthelf criticizes intellectuals, 
young people and well-paid workers 
in technological and bureaucratic 
occupations for renouncing their 
egalitarian principles in order lo 
worship the golden calf of wage dil- 
ferentials and the consumer society. 
He forgets that it was Labour which 
imposed a policy of economic 
development based on material in- 
centlves, and that the Histadrut has 
been too weak lo prevent the 
emergence of privileged sectors of 
salaried workers. 


GOTTHELF DENOUNCES the 
get-rich-quick atmosphere sym- 
bolized by the boursa, (which is 
blamed, of course, on the Likud), 
But Isracl was well on the way to 
becoming ἃ consumer society 


before 1977, It wasn't the Likud” 


which decided that profils made on 
the stock exchange were to be 
protected from the depredations of 
the taxmen. Indeed, Gotthelf main- 
tains a conspicuous silence about 
the cluster of incentives and capital 


subsidy polivics loosely known as 


“Sapirism.” 

In un altempt to re-establish 
Lubour “hegemony” — that is, 
Labour domination ef a broud- 
bused national conlition — Gotthelf 
proposes the resurrection of thy old 
coalition based on social forces 
represented by Mapai, Hupoel 
Hamizrahi und the Progressives. 
This is to imply that there is not 
really much difference between, 
say, Amnon Rubenstein and the late 
Pinhas Rosen, or Zevulun Hammer 
and the late Moshe Shapiro. But 
Gotthelf disregards the composition 
of the new groupings of liberals and 
religious Zionists. In many respects, 
they are critical of, if not actually 
hostile to, Labour. 


GOTTHELF rejects the nation of 
elitism, and proposes the hafuiz as a 
model of egalitarian leadership. But 
he fails to discuss how far the 
Labour movement has measured up 
to this standard. He writes thal the 
Lubour Party's own internal proces- 
ses should reflect the ideal of 
democratic participation, He ad- 
duves collective leadership but fails 
lo mention the appointments com- 
mittee — that bastion of bossism 
and manipulation which for many 
symbolizes what is wrong with 
Labour’s “democracy.” 

Gotthe!lf cannot ignore the fact 
that Labour was rejected by the 
voters in 1977, and he is aware that 
the public sensed something was 
rotten in Labour's house. It's 
curious that he relies on the 
analyses of two political scientists to 
explain why the voters abandoned 
Labour: he doesn't wrestle with the 
problem in his own terms. 

His own contribution to this dis- 
cussion is to blame the mass media 
for exaggerating the impact of the 
scandals that preceded Labour's 
fall, He maintains that the personal 
failings of a few do not reflect on 
the movement as a whole. He has 
failed to notice how these scandals 
shed light on the favouritism, 
privilege, financial manipulation 
and plain corruption that provided 
the backdrop of the Mapai political 
machine for many years. 


IF LABOUR'S responsibility is 
conceded for so much that has hap- 
pened, or failed to happen, in Israel, 
it would appear that the party can- 
not be renewed ideologically 
without first undertaking a painful 
course of self-criticism and accep- 
lance of past mistakes. Labour cer- 
tainly can't escape responsibility for 
the past by dwelling, in Gotthelf's 
manner, on the present failures of 
the Likud, ἢ 
It's unlikely that anyone will em- 
bark on the necessary self-criticism, 
for such a course may not be neces- 
- sary to woo electors who will have 
become so disgusted with the Likud 
that they'll vote Labour without ex- 
amining its ideology. Moreover, no 
one relishes the prospect of internal 
battles, and possible splits, that 
ideological conflict can engender. 
Yet dissension of that kind might be 
more edifying than the current 
spate of coarse personal attacks and 
collective insult accompanying 8 
naked battle for power. 


Anyone attempting the real task - 


of ideological renewal should set 
out his notions in a form more ap- 
pealing to the-young, and I dare say 
to the middle-aged also. The 
general cast and intellectual style cf 
Gotthelf's book —- its opening 
chapter conjures up the shades of 
Moses Hess, Nahman Syrkin and

THE ESSENCE of Ruth Bondy’s 
third biographical book is expressed 
in the opening and closing 
paragraphs of Edelstein Against 
Time:“Yacovy Edelstein was not one 
of the spiritual giants of European 
Jewry who were swept away by the 
Holocaust. He was neither a 
prophet nor a war hero. If fate 
hadn't placed him, or he hadn't 
placed himself, at the head of 
Czechoslovak Jewry following the 
Munich pact, and if he had come on 
aliva before the gates were closed, 
he would, most likely, have become 
a leader of the Labour Movement, 
might have served us ἃ mayor or 
perhaps u cabinet minister, and his 
life would have been merely a foot- 
nole in the history of the State of 
Israel: His uniqueness was a func- 
tion of time and place—in his role as 
“elder of the Jews" of Ghetlo 
Theresienstadt, in his desire to 
protect the Jews in the Protectarale 
of Bohemia and Moravia during the 
German occupation till the storm 
passed, in a desperate race -aguinst 
time which ended in his defeut... 
“Humanity has not learnt a fesson 
and perhaps is unable to learn it, As 
to the Jews, they lost only their in- 
nocence, and perhaps they did nol 
lose even their innocence — it is just 
more fragile, It would be pleasant to 
say that Edelstein and the children 
had died for something, [or a Jewish 
state, for a better future. But | can- 
not lie to myself. They died because 
they were not given a chance to 
live.” 


RUTH BONDY was born in 
Czechoslovakia, and passed 
through most of the stations in the 
life of her hero, including the camp 
at Birkenau. Unlike Edelstein, in 
1949 she reached the shores of 
Israel. She has drawn a sensitive 
portrait of a man whom we might 
not have liked, bul whom we cannet 
fail to admire for his obstinate, 
though possibly naive effort to keep 
alive the human image and op- 
timism of his charges in circum- 
stances which anyone who did not 
experience them must imagine to be 
unendurable. 

There has been a fierce polemic 
about European Jewry in World 
War IL. Some argue they didn’t suf- 
ficiently resist the Nazis, others that 
they had to truck and cooperate 
with them, in Edelstein's style, to 
save what could be saved. That 
polemic seems futile now we know 
more aboul the period. Edelstein 
was only 41 when the Germans 
caught up with him, and destroyed 

- his family and him at Auschwitz. If 
the war had ended in 1944, he might 
have carried out his aim. 

In telling the story of Edelstein, 
Ruth Bondy gives us also, in clear 
and unpretentious language, a well- 
documented history of a period, 
with all ils perplexities. [ myself 
have met several Theresienstadt 
survivors, and was glad of the 
chance the author gave me to take a 
close look af the life of this small, 
walled Czech town, which the Nuzis 
converted Inte a show-window.for a 
world eager to be deceived.

THESE ARE OZ'S early stories, 
mostly wrilten between 1962 and 
1964, before the author was 25 years 
old, Although they were revised ina 
new Hebrew version in (976 and yel 
again for this first English publica- 
tion, for the mast part the stories 
still show signs of the novice writer 
who, though obviously talented, was 
yet lo gain full control of his 
materials, With the exception of the 
last story, written in 1966, the fic- 
tion presented here is too con- 
sciously lilerary, and too crammed 
with ideas and images to hang 
together properly, . 
Interestingly, too, Oz always

DOSH IS famillar to us all as the 
originator of Israel's perhaps most 
popular symbol: the little Israeli 
with the kova tembel. Few are ac- 
quainted with Dosh the publicist, 
philosopher, playwright, and 
storyteller, The same talent which 
enables him to encompass worlds 
with a few strokes of his pencil car- 
ties him beyond the field of 
caricature to a wider world, He ex- 
plores it with wit and originality, 
and that serious concern for the 
human (and, in his case, Jewish) 
condition which paradoxically 
lypifies those who use humour to 
expound their ideas. 
Menahem-Mendel Goldberger- 
Karlel Gardosh-Dosh was born into 
an assimilated-Hungarian family for 
whom “Judaism was a conscious 
fact of life. Not pleasant, but suf- 
ferable, asort of small physical han- 
dicap, something akin to the need to 
wear spectacles." Intermarriage 
was common, and occurred in 
almoal every family. The process of 
assimilation ‘was approaching its 
successful ‘completion when Adolf 
Hitler arrived on the scene.

IT FINALLY got cold enough last 
week to turn my attention to several 
now devices for keeping warm and 
heating food. One stormy morning I 
visited 9 cosily warm flat where no 
sign of a heating device was visible 
except for a small thermostat on the 
wall, 

The warmth was rising from the 
wall-to-wall carpeting — but it was 
not coming from hot-water pipes or 
electric coils under the tiles, 
systems long known here but not 
very practical or economical, 
Instead, the heat source was a 
polyester nelting criss-crossed with 
Uny electrical wires and laid under 
the carpet. The system is called 
Termo 2000, and it is a brand-new 
Israeli invention which owes thanks 
lo both the Air Force and the beer 
industry, 

The: new system is marketed 
locally by Tzakiinel Carmel, the 
chain of direcl-outlet shops for. 
Carme! Carpets, which has an ob- 
vious interest in selling the wall-to- 
wall carpeting that ἰδ a necessory 
companion to the heating net. The 
necessily for such carpeting will be 
a major obstacle in promoting the 
new system in this country. Not only 
are floor tiles traditional but the 
carpeting is the major component of- 
the price, The rest of the system is 
very Inexpensive, and the operating 
cost is reasonable. ;

It is technically possible to install 
a Termo 2000 net under linoleum 
(P.V.C. flooring) in kitchens and 
bathrooms, but this is not yet being 
done in Israel. 

If your household operates on the 
standard one-phase electricity, you 
have a maximum capacity for ap- 
pliances totalling almost five kph 
simultancously. If you install Termo 
2000 nets in your bedrooms alone, 
you will probably encounter no 
overloading problem. But if you put 
in the system right through your 
home, and you already have a lot of 
other electrical appliances, you may 
be forced to increase your capacity. 


CARMEL tell me that research is 
continuing into the adaptation of 
the system for use under rugs. But 
Pe’eri warns that even if this suc- 
ceeds, It can never be aa satisfactory 
as under wall-to-wall carpeting, 
since much would depend on the 
size of the rug relative to the total 
Toom size, and since insulation of 
the room would not be as good.
